Yet I believe 
It to be true. If I am wrong it is not because 1 
desire to be to. And I will further say that the j 
observance of the two third rule by our National 
Convention in selecting a candidate lor President is 
one of the surest safe guards that can be throw ti 
around the party. Under the operation of that 
rule the party never can become sectional, but 
must necessarily preserve its national character. 

Mr. Chairman, before I conclude I must notice 
some of the unkind as well as unjust thrusts 
which my friend Bashaw has seen fit to make at 
some distinguished members of the Democratic 
party, and particularly to notice the remarks de- 
rogatory to the Vice President. It may be that 
this meeting has been planned lor the purpose ol 
d sp i raging some of our own statesmen with a view 
of elevating tome one else. But, as I said in ihe 
begginninz, I cm not be provoked into a discus 
eion on that subject. True, I have my prefer 
ences, but I would not do injustice to others — 
Mr. Basbaw cannot believe that Vice President 
Breckinridge is a statesman, or that he has mud 
calibre. He heard him speak twice when he was 
running for Congress. I trust he will excuse me 
for suggesting that when he heard M j. Breckin 
inridge he was canvassing with Gov. Letcher, and 
Mr. Bashaw »as perhaps too strongly prejudiced 
against Maj. B. and his cause to appreciate his 
abilities or even to do him justice. He was 
anxious for Gov. Letcher to succeed, and has 
never felt in a very good humor towards Breckin 
ridge since he beat his old friend. He will 
doubtless excuse me for saying that his estimate 
of that gentleman is very d ft'erent from that 
which is placed upon him by the intelligent voters 
of the Ashland District — not only ot that dis 
trict, but of the State of Kentucky and ol the 
Union. But to quiet the gentleman's nerves 
(which «eem to be disordered) let me inform him 
that Maj. Breckinridge is not a candidate for the 
nomination at Baltimore. Possibly, however, his 
assault on Ma j. B. is intended as an indirect com 
plaint against the Legislature for having elected 
him to ihe Uni'rd Slates Senate last winter. If 
such is his object why not avow it frankly ? I am 
here ready to account for my own vo;e in that 
matter.

The indictment charges that the defendant 
suffered certain named persons "to play in a 
house or on premises in tlie county albrcsaid, 
then in the occupation and under the control 
of the said Perrigo, a game of cards, at which 
game of cards, played as aforesaid, money or 
property was won and lost." 

This indictment was held insufficient upon 
demurrer. 

The court per Duvall, Judge, held — 
That it is a well settled rule that an indict- 
ment must set forth the offense with such 
certainty as to apprise the defendant of the 
nature of the accusation upon which he is to 
be tried, and to constitute a liar to any subse- 
quent proceeding for the same offense. 

Tested by this rule, the indictment is obvi- 
ously defective. 

Whether the defendant was to lie tried for 
suffering gaming in his house, or for suffering 
gaming on premises elsewhere in the county — 
or. whether it was for stifle-ring a game ujion 
which money was won and lost, or upon which 
property was won and lost, the defendant 
could not learn from anything contained in 
tlie indictment, and could not therefore be pre- 
sumed to have been able to prc|>are a defense 
against so uncertain an accusation. Xor would 
a conviction for suffering a game for money to 
be played in his koHft have constituted a bar 
to a subsequent indictment for suffering a ganio 
for property to be played elsewhere on his

This was a prosecution for a misdemeanor 
of which the appellant was found guilty, antl 
adjudged to pay a line of fifty dollars. From 
this judgment, which was rendered on the 
10th April, r86U. he has appealed to*this 
Court. IJ 

Stites, Judge, delivered the opinion of ttye 
Court — 

The first question presented is, whether the 
case is wi thin our jurisdiction. 

As the law stood prior to the enactment of 
March, lHOli, which took effect from its pas- 
sage, no doubt could be entertained as to the 
power of this Court to revise the judgment. 

The act of '57 ami '58 (1st vol. Wanton's 
Hit. fjtat. 3(51,) expressly provided that the 
Court of Appeals should have jurisdiction 
over judgments in penal actions and prosecu- 
tions, where the tine was fifty dollars or over 
that amount. 

Iiut the act of March, 1860, (Sess. Arts, page 
9l;,) materially changes the previous law in 
regard to cases of this character. It provides 
as follows: 

"That the Court of Appeals shall have 
appellate jurisdiction in all prosecutions for 
misdemeanors, except where the only punish- 
in nt is either aline of fifty dollars, or not 
exceeding that amount, or imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days, or both fine and im- 
prisonment, not exceeding the amounts above 
specified." 

From the classes of cases mentioned in the 
exception this Court is excluded- And as 
the only punishment inflicted here is a line 
of fifty dollars, and this case is within one of 
the excepted classes, it follows that this Court 
cannot revise the judgment for want of juris- 
diction. 4 

Wherefore, the appeal is dismissed.

Adjutant General's Orders. 

Adji tant (Iknehai.'s Office, ( 
Frankfort, April 1*, iniU. ( 
HY direction of the Governor of the State, the nt- 
ten tion of the proper civil officers is called to tho 
following provisions of the New Military Law, which 
relate to tho enrollment of the whole body of the 
.Militia, viz: 

ARTICLE II. 

"4 1. The Enrolled Militia shall consist of till able- 
bodied white male persons between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five) ears, who may be citizens or res- 
idents of the State, except persons who have served 
nert 1eM than fire years in the Army or Navy of tho 
L'nited States, persons who may be active members 
of the Volunteer MUitia, and persons already exempt 
from military service by tho laws of tho United 
States or of this State. 

" $ 2. It shall be the duty of the assessors to pro- 
pure :i li^t annually of all persons liable to be enroll- 
e 1. living within their respective limits; and they 
shall annually make nut a roll or list of all such 
names, nnd place it, before the first day of .June, in 
the bands of the clerk of the county court of tho 
county in whieh such persons live; and it shall bo 
the duty < ( f every such clerk. immediately thereafter, 
to record paid roll or list of names, in a book to bo 
provided for thnt purpose, in the same manner as 
ether books of record are provided; and such record 
shall be deemed a sufficient notification to all per- 
sons whose names are thus recorded, that they have 
be«-n enrolled in the Militia. 

"$ 4. That it shall be theduty of theclerk of every 
euunty court to transmit to the Adjatant General of 
the State prior io the first day of September, in every 
year* an annual return, stating the number of tho 
Militia of suchconnty that have been enrolled, 

" $ 5, That for t he services required by this act. of 
the assessor and county court clerk, theie rdntll be al- 
lowed to each of these officers the sum of one cent 
for each name returned by the assessor and enrolled 
by thocWk. 

ti. All county clerks, assessors, sheriffs, or other 
civil officers, upon whom are devolved the discharge 
of specific duties under this act, who shall neglect or

$7, Ki r the purpose of orsanizing the Enrolled 
Militia, each county shall be a nddercd a regimental 
district; ami all existing military districts and « flicts 
therein are hereby abolished. 

*'$8. At the first annual cleeti- n held after the 
pas>:ig" of this act. a Colonel and Lieut. Colonel shall 
M elected by the porsons in each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, in tin- sumo manner, and At 
the same timeand places, and under the same forms, 
that civil ohicers are chosen at said election: and t he 
result of the election for such Colonet and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel shall be certified by the board of exam- 
iners to the Adjutant General of the State; and in 
thecvent of a vacancy oceurringor existing in either 
of said offices.it should be filled in the same man- 
ner ns is above provided, at the next ensuing annual 
election] but the Cotuinander-in-Cbiel' shall havo 
uutlioi ity to order a special cloction to fill such va- 
cancy." 

The objects of the above sections of tho law are, 
firstly, to rbtnin a full enrollment of tho entire Mili- 
tia*of the State, with a view of enabling the Adju- 
tant General to make a complotoreturn to the gener- 
al government, as a basis on which to dniw our full 
quota of arms; and, secondly, to provide, by the elec- 
tion ot proper ollicers in every count j, for a complete 
organization of tbcKnrolled Militia into eompanies, 
battalions, and regiments. The assessors will iwo 
every means to make their lists as complete ns possi- 
ble; and the county clerks are desired toimke their 
n-turns to my office as soon as practicable after .en- 
rollment. The actual number of persons enrolled, 
and not the names, will bo reported by the county 
clerks to my office. 

S'-et ion 2 of Article IV makes it the special duty of 
Ihe Adjinaut General to see that the "offices of 
Colonel and Ideutouant Colonel in each regimental 
district shall be constantly filled." In obedience to 
thi- injunction. 1 therefore call the attention of tho 
prop'-r civil officers to Section 8, Articlo II, herein 
quoted. A column will be opened in tho poll books 
at every place of voting in each eountj , at the next 
August election. to record the votes for the offices of 
Colonel and I/ieutenant Colonel for the regimental 
dUtrfct; and the board of exnminers aro desired to 
report the result of such election ns eirly as praoti- 
ciiolc. All persims in the count) liable to bcouroll- 
ed. and no others, will be entitled to vote for those 
officers. . ' 

As 4oon as the Colonel is commissioned, tattrue- 
tions will be given for his guidance in organizing his 
regimental district.

Quartermaster General's Orders. 

Qt'AllTB MAPTKR GeXEKAI/S OFFICE,/ 

Frankfort, April i$. l^oo. ( 

BY direction of tho Governor of the State, 1 here- 
b, call the attention of tho commandants of ex- 
isting military companies, org-tui/ed under the (dd 
law, to the following provisions of tho new Military 
Law, to-wit: 

"y. S5- Within ninety days after thopa-ssage of this 
act every exiatini military company which has been 
furnished with State arms slmjl conform to the re- 
quirements ot this act which relate to mustering 
now companies into the State Guurd: but it shall not 
be an absolute requisite that such companies' shall 
have tho full strength required for new companies, 
or that tho members of such companies shall bo 
eighteen years of ago. The commanding officer under 
the present organization of sueb companies shall 
make out a statement of all arm-, equipments, and 
public property in possession of the company and ot* 
its members, and submit the same to the county 
judge, who. if he deem it expedient, shall indorse on 
said statement that it is with his sanction that said 
armfc and equipments aro held by said company; after 
whieh indorsement the arm-* nnd equipments so do- 
scribed shall be cbargedag.iin^t sueh county in like 
manner as if they bud been issued ns provided in 
ea-e.- of new companies mustered into the scrvico 
under this act. The statement of arms, thus [Mors- 
e l, t> aether with the commander'* report of tho 
strengt h of the company, shall be transmitted to tho 
inspector general, who shall causo the company to bo 
mustered into the State Guard, and the election of 
officers to take place in the same manner as is pro- 
vided for a new company. 

"$-26. Should any existing company fail, within 
the required time, to comply witti the above pre- 
scribed conditions, it shall be considered as disband- 
ed; and it shall be the duty of the county attorney, 
or the Commonwealth's attorney for the district in 
whieh sueh disbanded company existed, on the rep- 
resontAtion of any officer of tho Aciive Mititia, to 
take tlie necessary legal steps to obtain tho restitu- 
tion of the Stat*' arms nnd other property which bad 
been issued for tho use of such company. 

"$27. After the expiration of ninety days from tho 
passage of this act. no person who is not ■ member 
of tho Active Militia, shall retain or hnve in his pos- 
session, nt any time, arm* or miiitary equipments be- 
longing to the State, unless they have boon properly 
issued to sueb person in pursuance of law. aud ho 
shall be permitted by proper authority to retain tho 
same in the discharge of a public duty; and no per- 
son, whethor of tho Active Militia or not, shall use 
any public arms ur equipments for his private use; 
under the penalty, in either of the above cases, of not 
lees than five dollars for each offense, to be recovered 
before a justice of the peace, on information by tho 
county attorney; or in the case of a member of tho 
Atiive. Militia, it may be recovered by scutencu of a 
court martial. 

"$28. No public arms or equipments of any kind 
shall hereafter ben«ued to any person not members 
of the Active Militia, except in time of war, insur- 
rection, or public danger so imminent that the c< ni- 
mander-in-enief shall consider that tho public 
safety requires him to make tho issue." 

Disbanded companies to whom State arm* havo 
been issued since tb«)ear 1W4U, are hereby notified to 
return to the Arsenal all arms and equipments drawu 
bv them by the first day of July, 1«W, or their bonds 
will bo put into tho hands Of the proper civil officers 
for collection. . * m „ a
